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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending May 20 
was up 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and was 1 
per cent above the corresponding period in 1960, but for 
the first 4 months of the year was 4 per cent below last 
year, according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the 4 weeks ending May 20 
were up 7 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were 
14 per cent below the corresponding period in 1960, and 
for the first 4 months of the year were 15 per cent below 
last year. 

Total Personal Income in April was up fractionally from 
March, was 2 per cent above April 1960, and for the first 
4 months of the year was 3 per cent above last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 3 per 
cent in April from March but were 4 per cent above April 
1960, and for the first 4 months of the year were 4 per 
cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 3 per cent in April from March 
but was 4 per cent below April 1960, and for the first 4 
months of the year was 6 per cent below last year. 

Steel Production in April was up 11 per cent from 
March but was 22 per cent below April 1960, and for the 
first 4 months of the year was 38 per cent below last year. 
For the 4-week period ending May 20, production was up 
14 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but was 8 per cent 
below the corresponding period in 1960. 

Bituminous Coal Production in April was down 4 per 
cent from March and 18 per cent from April 1960, and 
for the first 4 months of the year was 17 per cent below 
last year. 

Retail Sales in April were down 3 per cent from March, 
9 per cent from April 1960, and 4 per cent for the first 4 
months of the year as compared with last year. 

Department Store Sales in April were up 4 per cent 
from March but were 9 per cent below April 1960, and for 
the first 4 months of the year were only 1 per cent above

Bank Debits in 16 cities were down 83 per cent in April 
from March and 1 per cent from April 1960, and for the 
first 4 months of the year were 2 per cent below last year. 


Agricultural Income in April was up 1 per cent from 
March and down 1 per cent from April 1960, and for the 
first 4 months of the year was 4 per cent above last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was up 27 per cent in April 
from March but was 14 per cent below April 1960, and for 


the first 4 months of the year was 15 per cent below last 
year. 


Electric Power Production was up 5 per cent in April 


from March and 1 per cent from April 1960, but for the 
first 4 months of 1961 was down 8 per cent from last year. 


Retail Sales in April were down 7 per cent from March 
and 14 per cent from April 1960, and for the first 4 months 
of the year were 7 per cent below last year. 


Department Store Sales in April were down 11 per cent 
from March and 16 per cent from April 1960, and for the 
first 4 months of the year were 3 per cent below last year. 


New Passenger Automobile Registrations in 47 counties 
were down 9 per cent in April from March, 31 per cent 


from April 1960, and 27 per cent for the first 4 months 
of the year. 


New Truck Registrations in 46 counties were down 3 
per cent in April from March, 9 per cent from April 1960, 
and 15 per cent for the first 4 months of the year. 


Used Car Registrations in 38 counties were down 25 
per cent in April from March, 16 per cent from April 
1960, and 7 per cent for the first 4 months of the year. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded and seasonally adjusted was up 12 per 
cent in April from March, 2 per cent from April 1960, and 
3 per cent for the first 4 months of the year.

Employment of manufacturing production workers 
was down 1 per cent in April from March, but man- 
ufacturing payrolls were up 1 per cent. Compared 
with April 1960, manufacturing employment and 
payrolls were down 15 per cent and 13 per cent, 
respectively, from year-ago April figures. Year-to- 
date declines in manufacturing were 16 per cent in 
employment and 19 per cent in payrolls. 

April retail sales were down 9 per cent from 
March (when Easter buying occurred this year) and 
20 per cent from year-ago April (when Easter buy- 
ing occurred in 1960). 

Industrial power consumption in April was up 8 
per cent from consumption in March, but was down 
1 per cent from consumption in April last year. 


CANTON 


Total employment changed very slightly from 
March to April, but total payrolls gained 2 per cent 
in the same period. Both total employment and total 
payrolls in April decreased 15 per cent from year- 
ago April figures. Year-to-date declines were 16 per 
cent in total employment and 21 per cent in total 
payrolls. 

Retail sales in April were 6 per cent below sales 
in March and 17 per cent below sales in April 1960. 

Bank debits in April were down 12 per cent from 
debits in March and 15 per cent from debits in 
April 1960. Debits in the first 4 months of the year 
were 9 per cent lower than year-ago debits. 


CINCINNATI 


April total employment was 1 per cent higher than 
March total employment, and April total payrolls 
were 2 per cent higher than March total payrolls. 
Both total employment and total payrolls were down 
8 per cent in April from year-ago April. Greatest 
per cent declines from April last year occurred in 
construction. In the first 4 months of 1961, total 
employment decreased 8 per cent and total pay- 
rolls decreased 9 per cent from last year. Again, 
largest per cent declines were in construction. 

Retail sales in April were 9 per cent lower than 
March sales and 14 per cent lower than April sales 
last year. Year-to-date sales declined 4 per cent 
from last year. 

Steel ingot production in April was up 9 per cent 
from March, but was down 30 per cent from April 
1960. 


CLEVELAND 

Total employment in April increased 1 per cent 
from employment in March, and total payrolls in 
April increased 2 per cent from payrolls in March. 
A decline of 12 per cent from year-ago April oc- 
curred in both total employment and total payrolls. 
Year-to-date declines were 12 per cent in total 
employment and 14 per cent in total payrolls. 

Sales of retail stores were 7 per cent lower in 
April than in March and 15 per cent lower than in 
April 1960. Cumulative sales in the first 4 months 
of 1961 were down 8 per cent from last year. 

April bank debits were down 4 per cent from 
debits in both March 1961 and April 1960. The 4- 
month total of debits in 1961 was down 5 per cent.

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Ohio County Retail Sales, 1960, 1959 and 1958 


Sales of Ohio retail establishments in 1960 totaled $12,- 
443,700,000, according to estimates made by the Bureau of 
Business Research, based on final! U.S. Census of Retail 
Trade figures for 1958 and State of Ohio sales tax col- 
lections for 1958, 1959, and 1960. 

The 1960 total volume showed the impact of the 1960-61 
recession and was slightly under the all-time high Ohio 
retail volume attained in 1959. However, 1960 sales were 
14.5 per cent higher than recession-affected 1958. 


Ohio County Changes, 1960 from 1958 

The accompanying table arranges the 16 Ohio coun- 
ties in Ohio-centered “Standard Metropolitan Statistical 
Areas” in order of descending magnitude of sales in 1960, 
and the remaining 72 Ohio counties in alphabetical order. 

1960 sales of all Ohio counties except Carroll (—23.3 
per cent), Fulton (—6.7 per cent) and Mercer (—1.8 per 
cent) were above 1958. Increases, 19538-to-1960, among 
the 85 counties, however, ranged from 3.9 per cent (Au- 
glaize) to 50.9 per cent (Geauga). 

By class-intervals of 1958-to-1960 percentage increases, 
the 85 counties were distributed as follows:

Of the 88 Ohio counties, 47 had increases, 1958-to-1960, 
above the state average; one (Henry) was exactly at the 
state average increase of +14.9 per cent; 37 counties had 
increases below the state average; and 3 counties had 
decreases. 


Suburban-County Growth. All of the 8 counties with 
the highest (over 30 per cent) increases were suburban 
counties adjacent to counties containing a large metropol- 
itan city. This is a continuation of the suburban and exur- 
ban growth trend in progress for a good many years. 


Low-Growth Counties. The 20 counties with the smallest 
percentage increase (less than 10 per cent) from 1958 
included only 5 of the 22 Southeastern Ohio counties 
which in the past have suffered economic stagnation. The 
other 15 Ohio counties with retail sales increases, 1958- 
to-1960, of less than 10 per cent are nearly all agricul- 
tural counties, located in all sections of the state. 


The Urban-County Concentration of Ohio retail sales 
continues to be an important characteristic, but the con- 
centration is diminishing slightly—the 8 largest counties 
accounted for 60.4 per cent of total state sales in 1958, 
59.9 per cent in 1959 and 59.6 per cent in 1960.
